or debauchery, I see nothing in the 
constitution of the United States to 
prevent it from regulating or restrain­ 
ing the traffic, or prohibiting it alto­ 
gether.” 
Nor does the fourteenth amendment 
of the constitution 
of the 
United 
States impair the police power of the 
state. So says Justice Field. 
And this power is incapable of limi­ 
tation, says Justice Miller. “Upon it,” 
he says, “depends the security of so­ 
cial order, the life and health of the 
citizen, the comfort of existence in a 
thickly populated community, the en­ 
joyment of private social life and the 
beneficial use of property.” 
Yet the saloon, the slave of drink, 
the landlord of the liquor den, the 
demagogue and the ignorant cry out, 
“Liberty! I am robbed of my liberty.” 
Liberty! What law of liberty gives 
him a right to sell that which im­ 
brues man, dethrones reason, engen­ 
ders passion, destroys life and fills the 
state with disease, accident, insanity, 
crime, want, taxation and death—a bill 
which jostles reason from her throne, 
turns aside justice and outrages 
sense? What! Liberty to place a cyl­ 
inder of dynamite under the temple 
of Liberty and blow it to atoms? 
The claim of liberty to fill the state 
with drunkenness and all its woes is 
as much against law and common 
right as it is unfounded in reason and 
justice. 
Who makes your constitution and 
establish your bills of right? The peo­ 
ple. They who are the state and are 
most interested in the question. Why 
shall they not tear down the idol, over­ 
turn this car of juggernaut in its prog­ 
ress of destruction, crushing the inno­ 
cent in its path, and pouring libations 
of blood upon the scene of its trium­ 
phant ruin? 
The people of Pennsylvania will 
weigh well this claim of liberty to de­ 
spoil the state, and it is hoped will, on 
the 18th of June, add to their consti­ 
tution another article which will bring 
prosperity and happiness to all.

lf the w riter in our 
local

Liverpool th at the K ansas prohibitory 
law is a failure would it not be well 
for him. or some of his friends to go 
there and try the experim ent of open­ 
ing a saloon. 
T hat he m ay not be ig­ 
norant of what will happen, however, 
let me inform him of a habit they have 
out there. 
About the first 
of 
last 
April the K ansas suprem e court an­ 
nounced a decision affirming the sen­ 
tences passed upon half a dozen vio­ 
lators of the 
prohibitory law in Iola 
and Humboldt by Judge Stillwell. Jo­ 
seph Langley and C harles Groth had 
to go to the Allen county jail for 600 
days each, pay fines of $1,000 and give 
bonds in th e sum of $500 each to guar­ 
antee their good behavior 
for 
two 
years thereafter. John W hittick went 
to jail. 
One Nagley had to pay $700 
and he confined 315 days. F rank Nim- 
erick had to pay $600 and be confined 
27u days. 
D. W hittick had to spend 
120 days in jail and pay $400. 
There are several men in this city, 
of whom 
the w riter is one, who per­ 
sonally know som ething of the suc­ 
cess of prohibition in K ansas. 
I vis­ 
ited a friend in Topeka for several 
days. 
Having heard through our liq­ 
uor friends in Ohio th at whisky was 
sold freely in th at city, I sought to 
find it, hut in vain. 
One evening 
I 
overheard a conversation betw een two 
men. som e of whose words would not 
be appropriate for publication. 
One 
ot them said it was well nigh im pos­ 
sible 
to get a drink in Topeka; the 
other replied th at it wras easier to go 
to Kansas City, 50 m iles away, and 
get it. 
These m en did no know th at 
anyone heard w hat they said. 
A fter 
a thorough investigation I cam e away 
with the certain knowledge th at pro­ 
hibition does prohibit in Topeka. 
But 
while there I rem em bered the other 
charge of the liquor people (a direct 
contradiction of th e one I have re­ 
ferred to), nam ely th a t 
“prohibition 
has killed Topeka.” 
My friend took 
toe in his carriage and drove me to a 
fine street in the northern p art of the 
city. 
There he stopped and pointed 
t° a vast num ber of splendid homes. 
He said th at in th a t section no house 
%as allowed to be built th a t cost un­ 
der a certain sum. 
Finally he asked: 
Crawford, how m any of those ele­ 
gant houses stood th ere when I came 
t0 this city about two and 
a 
half 
years ago?” I said: “I do not know.” 
Ide replied: 
“Ju st th ree; Knox’s yon- 
er- and two others.” 
He then drove 
out by the capitol to a high point in 
e western par of th e city.

Frank Nim- 
erick had to pay $000 and be confined

cess of prohibition in Kansas.

ited a friend in Topeka for several 
days.

overheard a conversation between two 
nu n. som e of w hose words would not 
be appropriate for publication. 
One 
of them said it was well nigh im pos­ 
sible 
to get a drink in Topeka; the 
other replied that it was easier to go 
to Kansas City, 50 m iles away, and 
get it. 
These men did no know that 
anyone heard w’hat they said. 
After 
a thorough investigation I cam e away 
with the certain know ledge 
that pro­ 
hibition does prohibit in Topeka. 
But 
while there I rem em bered the 
other 
charge of the liquor people (a direct 
contradiction of the one I have re­ 
ferred to), nam ely that 
“prohibition 
bas killed Topeka.” 
My friend took 
me in his carriage and drove me to a 
fine street in the northern part of the 
city. 
There he stopped and pointed 
to a vast number of splendid hom es. 
He said that in that section no house 
was allowed to be built 
that cost un­ 
der a certain sum. 
Finally he asked: 
“Crawford, how m any of those ele­ 
gant houses stood there when I carne 
to this city about tw o and 
a 
half 
years ago?” I said: “I do not know 
He replied: 
“Just three; K nox’s yon­ 
der, and two others.” 
He then drove 
0ut by the 
capitol to a high point in 
the western par of the city. 
There

said: 
“Crawford, you see all 
those 
bouses yonder are new'. 
How many 
°t them do you suppose were standing 
there when I cam e to Topeka two and 
a Half years ago?

"feach y ear In deposits. Du ring the 10 
no-license y ears the annu al net gain 
has been $36 6 ,6 54. 
This gain, as an 
analy sis of the retu rns 
shows, has 
been chiefly in small deposits o f $50 
or less. In East Cambridge, the prin­ 
cipal manu factu ring section o f 
the 
city , the deposits last y ear were fo ur 
times as large as in the last y ear o f 
license.* “

Rev. Gorrell Speaks of the Splendid 
Prosperity of That 
City. 
Rev. Gorrell, pastor of the Christian

Does Not P ro h ib it in Kansas Had 


B etter Investigate. 


Editor News Review—In a certain 


paper in this city some one who does 


no 
ign his nam e brings out the old 


chestnut that prohibition does not pro 


hibit in Kansas. 
For his edification 


I want to recommend the reading of 


an article published in the Chicago 


Record som e 
time ago. 
It was writ­ 
ten by William E. Curtis, who made 
a special investigation of the working 
of the prohibitory law in Kansas. He 


said: 
» 
•prohibition is not a dead letter, 
nor a failure by any means, and I am 
told by almost everybody I ask that 
any proposition to repeal 
the 
law 
would be defeated by an overwhelming 
vote.” 
lf the writer in our 
local 
paper 
wants to prove to the people of East 
Liverpool that the Kansas prohibitory 
law is a failure would it not be well 
for him, or some of his friends to go 
there and try the experim ent of open­ 
ing a saloon. 
That he may not be ig­ 
norant of what will happen, however, 
let me inform him of a habit they have 
out there. 
About the first 
of 
last 
April the Kansas suprem e court an­ 
nounced a decision affirming the sen­ 
tences passed upon half a dozen vio­ 
lators of the 
prohibitory law' in Iola 
and Humboldt by Judge Stillwell. 
Jo­ 
seph Langley and Charles Groth had 
to go to the Allen county jail for 600 
days each, pay fines of $1,000 and give 
bonds in the sum of $500 each to guar­ 
antee their good behavior 
for 
two 
years thereafter. 
John W hittick went 
to jail. 
One Nagley had to pay $700 
and be confined 315 days. F ran k Nim- 
erick had to pay $600 and be confined 
270 days. 
IJ. W hittick had to spend 
120 days in jail and pay $400. 
There are several men in this city, 
of whom 
the w riter is one, who per­ 
sonally know something of the suc­ 
cess of prohibition in Kansas. 
I vis­ 
ited a friend in Topeka for several 
days. 
Having heard through our liq­ 
uor friends in Ohio that whisky was 
sold freely in that city, I sought to 
% find it, hut in vain. 
One evening 
I 
overheard a conversation between two 
men, som e of whose words would not 
be appropriate for publication. 
One 
ot them said it was well nigh impos­ 
sible to get a drink in Topeka; the 
other replied that it was easier to go 
to Kansas City, 50 miles away, and 
get it. 
These men did no know’ that 
anyone heard w hat they said. 
After 
a thorough investigation I cam e awa.v 
with the certain knowledge 
that pro­ 
hibition does prohibit in Topeka. 
But 
while there I rem embered the 
other 
charge of the liquor people (a direct 
contradiction of the one I have re* 
furred to), namely that 
“prohibition 
has killed Topeka.” 
My friend took 
in his carriage and drove me to a 
fine street in the northern p art of the 
city. 
There he stopped and pointed 
to a vast number of splendid homes

From 1876 to 1886 the valuation 
of Cambridge dropped from $62,000,-

decade.
